MR. ROBERT J. E. HUGHES. Apartment 3, 6615 Hursey, 
telephone EMerson G-2751* made available one $0 ft. roll of 
8 millimeter Kodachrome colored movie film. MR. HUGHES per- 
sonally delivered this film to the Dallas FBI Office stating 
it contained some footage of the presidential hm motorcade 
November 22, 1963 just prior to the assassination of President 
JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY. 

HUGHES stated he took the picyures while standing on 
the southwest corner of Main and Houston Strefct3. The presi- 
dential motorcade passed in front of him, turned right on Houston 
Street, one block to Elm Street, then turned left. This loft 
turn is directly in front of the Texas School Book Depository 
Building which is shown in full in the photographs. From the 
photoglyphs there appears to be a person in the sixth floor 
window of the Texas School Book Depository Building which is 
the most distant window to the right. 

MR. HUGHES requested that when the film had served its 
purpose it should be returned to him.
